BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  CHURCH. 


■      About  the  year  1820,  the  suhject  of  establishing  a  new 
;    Churcli  in  Boston,  more  central  than  cither  of  the  others, 
I   hcgiiu  to  onc:a«^e  the  atrontion  of  a  few  Baptist  friends, 
j    Tartly  with  this  view,  and  }>artly  to'provide  gospel  instnic- 
j    tion  in  a  destitute  vicinity,  meetings  for  prayer  and  public 
j   worship  were  instituted  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  and 
j    continued  for  several  years,  with  various  degrees  of  en- 
I    couragement.    In  Angust,  1821,  was  formed  "  The  Baptist 
I    Society  for  promoting  morality  and  piety  in  Boston," 
i    which,  in  October,  1828,  assumed  the  name  of  the  "Bos- 
I    ton  Baptist  Evangelical  Society."    By  this  Society,  meet- 
I    ings  were  maintained  in  a  convenient  hall  over  the  Ship 
Market,  in  Purchase  Street,  su})])lied  by  Mr.  E.  Lincoln 
and  others,  till  the  Bev.  R.  W.  Cushman  was  engaged, 
who,  for  a  number  of  months,  regularly  occupied  the  sta- 
tion.   In  April,  1826,  the  spacious  Julien  Hall,  in  Milk 
Street,  was  procured,  where  the  meetings  were  continued 
till  tliey  were  removed  into  the  meeting-house. 

Early  in  1825,  active  measures  began  to  be  taken  toward 
erecting  a  meeting-house,  in  Avhich  a  cordial  interest  was 
taken  by  the  pastors  and  nieiubers  of  the  three  churches. 
After  several  preliminary  meetings  ])y  a  few  friends  of  the 
undertaking,  a  geneial  meeting  was  held,  at  the  Lecture 
Ilooni  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church,  to  consult  on  the 
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subject  (Dr.  Baldwin  presiding),  at  Avhich  it  was  unani- 
mously voted  to  proceed  immediately  to  erect  a  central 
house  of  public  worsliip. 

On  the  25th  of  Sept.,  182G,  the  corner-stone  of  the 
present  edifice  (86  feet  long,  by  74  wide)  was  laid,  ac- 
companied with  appropriate  religious  sen'ices.  The  wliole 
structure  was  reared  without  the  least  injury  occum'ng  to 
any  of  the  builders. 

The  prefixisting  churches  each  appointed  committees, 
at  the  request  of  the  Building  Committee,  to  meet  and 
unitedly  deliberate  on  the  measures  proper  for  forming  a 
church.  Various  steps  were  taken  toward  this  object,  by 
these  united  committees,  and  the  third  Thursday  in  May, 
1827,  was  appointed  for  a  meeting  of  all  those  members 
who  felt  it  their  duty  to  embark  in  this  enterprise.  The 
pastors  of  all  the  churches  were  present,  to  aid  by  their 
counsels  and  prayers.  At  length,  65  brethren  and  sisters 
cordially  united  in  the  Avork,  who  were,  on  the  16th  of 
July,  constituted  into  a  Christian  church.  The  meeting- 
house was  opened  on  the  18th  of  July,  1827.  [See  Bap. 
Mag.  1827.] 

Until  about  this  time,  the  brethren  had  not  been  able  to 
fix  their  minds  on  any  minister  as  their  spiritual  guide ; 
and  this  fact  had  added  much  to  the  sacrifice  made  by 
such  as  had  given  themselves  to  this  cause.  The  present 
pastor,  at  that  time  General  Agent  of  the  American  Sun- 
day School  Union,  having  visited  this  city  on  the  business 
of  that  Society  a  few  weeks  before  the  constitution  of  the 
church,  became  known  to  the  brethren,  and  was  invited, 
Aug.  29,  1827,  by  a  unanimous  call,  to  the  care  of  the 
Church  and  Society.  After  returning  to  the  city  to  Icam 
the  path  of  duty  by  a  lew  weeks'  residence  among  the 
people,  the  invitation  was  accepted  October  16,  and  he 
entered  upon  his  labors  November  13,  1827. 
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Among  llie  early  additions  to  tlic  cliiircli  ^Yerc  a  num- 
ber of  person.^^  residing-  in  tliat  part  of  tlie  city  called 
South  Boston,  Avlierc  meetings  liad  been  maintained  by 
the  "  Evangelical  Society,"  from  the  time  when  their  efforts 
in  relation  to  this  clnircli  terminated.  Tlieso  persons 
were,  on  the  28th  of  August,  1828,  empowered,  in  con- 
junction with  a  committee  of  three  brethren,  to  hold  churcli 
meetings  for  business  on  their  side  of  tlie  Ijridge.  Their 
place  of  meeting  proving  too  snuill,  the  members  of  this 
church  and  congregation,  assisted  by  a,  few  other  fi-iends, 
erected  a  meeting-house,  72  feet  l)y  57,  Avhicli  was  dedi- 
cated July  22,  18:J0,  in  which  arc  regularly  maintained 
the  stated  ordinances  of  the  gospel.  The  divine  bles^ing 
evidently  descended  on  this  braneh  of  the  ehnreli,  not  only 
in  peace  and  cditication  to  the  members,  but  in  the  con- 
version of  souls,  and  growth  of  the  congregation.  On  the 
first  of  March,  1831,  it  was  deemed  expedient  that  these 
members  be  formed  into  a  churcli.  The  measure  was 
adopted  with  perfect  unanimity,  and  55  brethren  and  sis- 
ters were  affectionately  dismissed  to  constitute  the  "  South 
Baptist  Church  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

Up  to  the  i)resent  period,  the  most  perfect  harmony  has 
existed,  not  o-nly  in  the  bosom  of  this  church,  but  between 
it  and  the  sister  churches  of  the  city.  The  gracious  pres- 
cn(^e  of  the  IMaster  of  assend)lies  has,  at  every  step,  at- 
tended the  little  band  who  ventured  this 'important  under- 
taking. The  additions  to  the  Church  have  l)een  large  and 
continual,  and  consist,  in  a  great  degree,  of  persons  who 
have  not  been  accustomed  to  attend  a  Baptist  jtlace  of 
•worship.  An  affectionate  and  harmonious  congregation 
entirely  fdls  the  liouse,  and  many  who  wish  to  worship 
there  are  not  able  to  ohiuin  a  place.

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In  resuming  the  narrative,  and  carrying  it  onward  for 
the  space  of  nearly  six  years,  we  have  to  record  events  of 
a  more  checkered  aspect. 

In  the  spring  of  1831,  our  pastor's  health  hecamc  so 
much  impaired  that  a  voyage  to  Europe  was  deemed 
requisite.  During  his  ahsence  of  eight  months,  the  fruits 
of  his  fiiithful  and  affectionate  ministration  exhibited  them- 
selves in  a  most  interesting  revival,  wliich  embraced  a 
large  proportion  of  the  most  prominent  young  persons  in 
the  congregation. 

Soon  after  his  return,  with  partially  improved  health, 
he,  with  his  church,  was  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death 
of  his  two  most  eflicient  auxiliaries,  Mr.  Ensign  Lincoln, 
whose  active  and  constant  exertions  are  identiticd  with  the 
origin  and  support  of  the  Society,  died  Dec.  2,  183.2.  The 
Society  may  justly  be  said  to  be  indebted  to  his  fostering 
care  for  its  survival  through  the  precarious  period  of  in- 
fancy. He  was  a  resource  in  ever^^  emergency.  He  par- 
ticipated aifectionatdy  and  accei)tably  in  the  la])ors  of  the 
pulpit,  and  in  the  pastoral  care.  He  was  the  main,  be- 
cause the  constant  supporter  of  the  social  meeting.  To 
him  the  pastor  might  always  resort  for  prompt  and  prudent 
counsel,  and  willing  personal  service.  He  made  religion 
his  glory;  and  perhaps  no  man  has  ever  died  more  uni- 
versally acknowledged  a  consistent  professor  and  a  devoted 
Christian. 

Mrs.  Lydia  M.  IMalcom,  wife  of  the  pastor,  died  Jan. 
15,  1833.  This  was  a  severe  deprivation  to  both  pastor 
and  church.  Tlie  energy  and  ability  with  which  she 
managed  every  concern  hi  which  it  was  proper  for  her  to 
engage,  were  reniarkMblc;  and  her  precept  and  exam])le 
were  worthy  of  all  imitation.  Her  labors  in  the  Sabbath 
school,  and  hc;r  active  interest  in  the  education  of  the 
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Blind,  and  in  the  cstablisliment  of  Infant  Schools  and 
Maternal  Associations,  -will  be  long  remembered. 

Further  chastisement  seemed  to  await  the  ah-eady  lan- 
guishing piety  of  the  church.  An  alfection  of  the  vocal 
organs  silenced  the  pubhc  insti'uction  of  our  pastor,  and 
resulted,  after  a  suspense  of  more  than  a  year,  in  liis  ask- 
ing a  dismission  from  his  pastoral  charge.  This  was  sor- 
rowfully, though  cordially  granted,  in  September,  1835, 
under  the  conviction  that,  in  an  appointment  which  was 
immediately  tendered  him  to  visit  the  missionary  stations 
in  the  East,  God  had  provided  for  liim  a  most  extensive 
field  of  uscfuUiess,  combined  with  the  most  promising 
course  for  the  com])lete  restoration  of  his  health. 

In  ()ctv)ber,  18.'3r),  a  unanimous  Cidl  was  extended  to  the 
.Rev.  George  15.  Ide,  of  Allnniy,  to  become  the  j)astor.  This 
invitation  was  accepted,  and  he  was  installed  Dec.  30, 
1835.  Under  his  faithful  labors,  the  waning  prosperity  of 
the  Society  seems  to  have  been  stayed :  the  harmony  of 
the  church  remains  unbroken,  and  nothing  seems  wanting 
but  humility  and  devotedness  in  its  members  to  insure 
the  presence  and  operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to 
cause  it  to  be  with  us  as  in  times  past,  when  the  candle  of 
the  Lord  shone  in  our  midst.

In  the  autumn  of  1837,  Mr.  Ide  received  an  invitation 
to  become  the  i)astoi-  of  the  First  Church  in  riiiladelphia, 
under  circumstances  ANliich,  in  connection  witli  tlie  ill 
health  of  his  wife,  induced  him  to  accept  it.  11c  accord- 
ingly resigned  his  cIiMrge  o\er  this  church  in  December, 
but  consented  to  ( <»ntinue  his  labors  a  few  months  longer. 
An  interesting  reviv;il  succeeded,  and,  before  his  departure, 
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in  the  April  following,  upwcards  of  sixty  were  added  to  the 
cliurch  by  baptism. 

After  invitations  to  several  candidates,  who  successively 
declined,  in  consequence  of  holding  offices, in  public  insti- 
tutions which  they  could  not  feel  it  their  duty  to  resicm, 
the  Rev.  Handel  G.  Nott,  ^\ith  hesitation,  acce]jtcd  a  rail, 
in  March,  1839,  and  entered  immediately  upon  his  labors, 
and  was  installed  May  23,  1839.  After  faithfully  laboring 
one  year,  and  judging  that  the  indications  to  continue  were 
not  decisive,  he,  in  the  Christian  temper  which  character- 
ized all  his  labors  and  intercourse,  tendci-ed  his  resignation, 
which,  upon  due  deliberation,  was  acce[)ted. 

For  a  series  of  years,  accessions  of  families  to  the  con- 
gregation had  been  very,  few;  while  large  draughts  had 
been  made  on  it  by  removals  from  the  city,  and  by  new 
churches  formed  in  the  city  about  this  time.  In  March, 
1839,  thirty-one  members,  many  of  them  heads  of  fiimilies, 
were  dismissed  to  unite  with  others  in  forming  the  Boylston 
Church  ;  and,  in  the  following  April,  thirty-one  were  dis- 
missed at  tlie  formation  of  the  First  Baptist  Free  Church. 
In  the  autumn  of  1839  the  building  of  the  church  in  Eow- 
doin  Square  was  undertaken,  to  which  many  of  the  most 
influential  and  wealthy  families  remaining,  contem])lated 
giving  their  support;  and  in  September,  1840,  nineteen 
were  dismissed  to  that  interest. 

Under  such  deductions  in  power  and  numbers,  and  the 
attractions  of  new  interests  around  us,  the  tem})oral  con- 
cerns of  the  chin  ch  and  society  assumed  a  discouraging 
aspect.  These,  together  with  the  natural  consequences  of 
a  frequent  change  of  tlie  pastor,  tended  to  induce  despond- 
ency, which,  ho^vcNcr,  yielded  to  united  efforts  for  self- 
preservation. 

In  July,  18-10,  tlu;  Cliurcli  and  Society  united  in  a  most 
cordial  and  carnc:5t  invitation  to  the  Kev.  AVm.  Hague, 
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formerly  pastor  of  tlie  First  Cliurch  in  this  city,  to  be- 
come their  pastor.  He  Mccedcd  to  their  wishes,  and  en- 
tered upon  his  hihors  in  September.  May  God  grant  that 
the  humility  and  fidelity  of  the  church  may  be  such  as  not 
to  arrest  the  success  which  has  attended  liis  labors  else- 
^\here,  and  Avhicli  already  begins  to  be  indicated  in  our 
midst.

In  the  winter  of  1842,  a  general  attention  to  the  subject 
of  religion  prevailed  throughout  the  city,  and  unusual 
numbers  were  added  to  the  churches.  But  either  because 
the  cost  had  not  been  counted,  or  still  more  probably,  be- 
cause of  tlie  uniaitlifulness  of  the  Church,  too  few  bqcamo 
zealous  Christians,  and  many  turned  back  to  the  world ; 
and  a  period  of  apathy  ensued  which  has  remained  almost 
unbroken  to  the  present  time.  In  these  vicissitudes  this 
church  participated  to  a  partial  extent. 

In  consequence  of  the  rapid  extension  of  the  city,  the 
business  part  had  reached  the  region  where  the  meeting- 
house was  situated;  and  all  the  dwellings  in  the  vicinity 
were  converted  into  warehouses;  so  tliat,  as  one  after 
another  of  the  congregation  disappeared  by  removal  and 
other  ordinary  causes,  none  were  near  to  supply  their 
places.  The  diOiculty  of  sustaining  the  interest,  under  a 
still  existing  debt  upon  the  house,  consequently  became 
greater  and  greater;  mIuIc  at  tlic  same  time,  and  from  the 
same  cause,  th(^  value  of  the  estate  ^vas  culiaiiced. 

Under  these  i  ircmiLstaiices,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
dispose  of  the  hoii^^e,  with  a  vicAV  of  removing  to  some 
more  eliglhh;  lix'wtioii.  Accordingly,  A]»ril  4,  1844,  tlie 
Proprietor:)'  CuunniKee  was  autliorized  to  make  sale  of 
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the  estate,  witli  the  understanding  that  the  avails,  after 
the  payment  of  dehts,  slioiild  be  emph)yed  in  the  erection 
of  ,  a  place  of  worship  elsewhere.  It  was  soon  disposed 
of,  and  piihlic  worship  was  held  in  the  house  for  the  last 
time,  on  the  23d  of  February,  1845;  after  which  it  was 
soon  demolished.  It  stood  on  the  west  side  of  Federal 
Street,  near  the  corner  of  Milk  Street. 

The  site  of  the  present  house,  in  Eowe  Street,  was  at 
length  obtained,  and  a  liberal  subscription  was  made,  in 
the  hope  of  erecting  a  substantial  and  appropriately  de- 
signed edifice,  unencumbered  by  debt.  The  corner-stono 
was  laid  on  the  morning  of  April  27,  1846,  the  house 
was  dedicated  April  7,  1847,  and  occupied  on  the  next 
Sabbath.  It  is  of  the  i)ointed  Gothic  stylo  of  architecture, 
built  of  dark-red  sandstone,  and  finished  interiorly  with 
black  walnut.  It  is  96  by  66  feet  in  extent,  having  a 
tower  at  the  corner,  surmounted  by  a  spire  rising  to  the 
height  of  175  feet  above  the  sidewalk.  It  contains  158 
pews.  The  organ,  made  byAppleton,  is  of  superior  tone, 
contains  32  stops,  and  is  situated  in  the  front  angle  corre- 
sponding to  the  tower. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  name  of  the  Society 
was  subsequently  changed  to  the  "  Kowc  Street  Baptist 
Society,"  and  the  Church  adopted  the  corresponding  name. 

During  the  interval  of  twenty-two  montlis,  until  tlie 
completion  of  the  Lecture  Ivoom,  in  December,  1840,  the 
Society  regularly  held  worship  once  or  twice  each  Sabbatli, 
in  Amory  Hall  and  tlie  Melodeon;  and  during  tlie  whole 
period,  tlie  commodious  Lecture  Room  of  St.  Paul's  (Epis- 
copal) Church,  was  most  kindly  and  liberally  granted  for 
the  business  and  dcvulioiial  meetings  of  the  Church. 

A  few  months  aiicr  cHtcring  the  new  house,  the  j)a>tor 
became  convinced  thai,  tlie  state  of  his  health  required  an 
entire  suspension  of  ministerial  labors ;  and  he  conse(iueut- 
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■  ly  sent  an  unconditional  resignation  of  his  charge,  much 
\  to  the  surprise  and  regret  of  his  people.    An  unqualified 
vote  was  immediately  i)assed  hy  botli  Churcli  and  Society, 
I  tliat  Ml'.  Hague  he  requested  to  retain  his  connection,  and 
[  to  take  such  tihic  as  lie  might  judge  necessary  to  reestab- 
■  lish  his  health.    To  this  he  assented;  and  now,  after  an 
interval  of  six  months,  during  which  the  pulpit  has  been 
most  acceptably  supplied,  we  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
him  resume  his  labors.    We  have  also  the  gratifying  con- 
victionj  tliat  entire  and  unequivocal  harmony  exists  in  all 
the  relations  of  Cluircli  and  Society;  we  would  almost 
venture  to  say,  individually,  as  well  as  collectively.

DECLARATION 

OF 

FAITH  AND  PRACTICE. 


It  having  pleased  the  Lord  to  put  it  into  tlic  liearts  of 
a  number  of  persons  to  erect  a  new  house  for  his  worship, 
which  has  been  accomplished  under  circumstances  pecu- 
liarly harmonious  and  pleasing,  and  with  evident  tokens 
of  the  propitious  smiles  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church, 
we  feel  it  an  incumbent  duty,  with  a  view,  as  we  trust,  to 
the  glory  of  the  rich  grace  of  the  Redeemer,  which  we 
hope  we  have  experienced,  and  to  the  extension  of  his 
kingdom  among  men,  and  with  the  friendly  advice  and 
consent  of  the  churches  to  which  we  belong,  to  associate 
and  covenant  togetlicr  in  the  bonds  of  Christian  fellowship, 
under  the  name  of  the  Federal  Street  Baptist  Clnn*ch  of 
Christ  in  Boston.  And  knowing,  that,  as  with  (he  heart 
man  helieveth  utito  righteousness^  so  with  the  mouth  confession 
is  made  unto  salvation^  we  deem  it  suitable  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing declaration  of  our  views  of  divine  truth:  — 

We  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  di- 
vinely inspired,  and  is  a  perfect  rule  of  faitli  and  praciice. 

All  scripture  is  giveii  by  iuapiration  of  God,  and  ia  profitable  for 
doctrino,  for  reproof,  fur  oorrcctioD,  for  instruction  in  righteousness  ; 
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that  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all 
good  works.  2  Tim.  iii.  16,  17.  For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old 
lime  by  the  -will  of  man  ;  hut  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost.    2  Pet.  i.  21. 

See  also  1  Pet,  i.  10,  11.  2  Sam.  xxiii.  2.  Acts  i.  16,  and  iii.  21 
and  xxviii.  25.    Heb.  iii.  7,  ix.  19,  x.  15. 

We  believe  that  the  I^ible  teaches,  among  others,  the 
following  all-iniportant  truths :  — 

1.  The  existence  of  one  only  living  and  true  God,  infi- 
nite in  every  natural  and  moral  perfection  i  and  that  lie 
has  made  himself  known  to  his  people  under  the  name  of 
the  Fatlicr,  and  of  tlie  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  the 
same  in  essence,  and  equal  in  every  divine  perfection. 

The  first  of  all  the  roiiunandments  is,  Hoar,  0  Israel;  the  Lord 
our  God  is  one  Lord.  Mark  xii.  29,  32.  For  there  is  one  God,  and 
one  Mediator  between  God  and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus.  1  Tim. 
ii.  5.  Ilemember  the  former  things  of  old  ;  for  I  am  God,  and  there 
is  none  else  ;  I  am  God  ;  and  there  is  none  like  me.  Isa.  xlvi.  9. 
For  unto  us  a  Child  is  born,  unto  us  a  Son  is  given,  and  the  gov- 
ernment shall  be  upon  his  shoulder ;  and  his  name  shall  be  called 
"Wonderful,  Counsellor,  the  mighty  God,  the  everlasting  Father,  the 
Prince  of  Peace.  Isa.  ix.  6.  In  the  begiuilinf^  was  the  Word,  and 
the  AVord  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  John  i.  1.  All 
men  should  honor  the  Son,  even  as  they  honor  the  Father.  He  that 
honoreth  not  the  Son,  honoreth  not  the  Father  which  hath  sent  him. 
John  v.  23.  I  and  my  Father  are  one.  John  x.  30.  Go  ye,  there- 
fore, and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  For  there 
are  three  that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the  Father,  the  Word,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost:  and  these  three  are  one.    1  John  v,  7.

2.  Tliat  man  was  created  lioly ;  but,  by  violating  the 
law  of  liis  INlakcr,  lie  fell  IVom  that  state,  and  fn  ni  all 
conmiuniun  witli  (iud;  arul  as,  by  divine  appointment, 
Adam  was  the  representative  of  all  his  posterity,  we  in 
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him  became  dead  in  sins.  So  that  by  nature,  we  are  in- 
disposed to  all  good,  and  inclined  to  all  evil,  and  arc  chil- 
dren of  wrath,  and  subjects  of  death,  and  of  all  other 
miseries,  temporal  and  eternal. 

And  God  said,  Let  us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness. 
So  God  created  man  in  his  own  image,  in  the  image  of  God  created 
he  him;  male  and  female  created  he  them.  Gen.  i.  2G,  27.  God 
hath  made  man  upright ;  but  thoy  have  souglit  out  many  inventions. 
Eccl.  vii.  29.  And  when  the  ^voman  S'JLw  that  the  tree  was  good  for 
food,  and  that  it  was  jjlcasant  to  the  eyes,  and  a  tree  to  be  desired  to 
make  one  wise,  she  took  of  tlie  fruit  thereof,  and  did  cat ;  and  gave 
also  unto  her  husband  with  her,  and  he  did  eat.  And  the  eyes  of 
them  both  were  opened,  and  they  knew  that  they  were  naked  ;  and 
thoy  sowed  tig-loaves  together,  and  made  themselves  aprons.  Gen. 
iii.  G,  7.  The  whole  head  is  sick,  and  the  whole  heart  faint.  Vrom 
the  sole  of  the  foot  even  unto  the  head  there  is  no  soundness  in  it  ; 
but  wounds,  and  bruises,  and  putrefying  sores  ;  thoy  have  not  been 
closed,  neither  bound  up,  neither  mollified  with  ointment.  Isa.  i.  5, 
6.  They  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are  together  become  un- 
profitiible  ;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one.  For  all  have 
Binned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God.  Rom.  iii.  12,  23.  And 
as  they  did  not  like  to  retain  God  in  their  knowledge,  God  gave  them 
over  to  a  reprobate  mind  ;  being  filled  with  all  unrighteousness,  for- 
nication, wickedness,  covetousness,  maliciousness  ;  full  of  envy, 
murder,  debate,  deceit,  malignity  ;  whisperers,  backbiters,  haters  of 
God,  despiteful ;  proud,  boasters,  inventors  of  evil  things,  disobedi- 
ent to  parents,  without  iinderstanding,  covenant-breakers,  without 
natural  affection,  implacable,  unmerciful ;  who  knowing  the  judg- 
ment of  God,  that  they  which  commit  such  things  are  worthy  of 
death,  not  only  do  the  same,  but  have  pleasure  in  them  that  do  them. 
Rom.  i.  28 — 32.  For  the  wageg  of  sin  is  death  ;  but  the  gift  of  God 
is  eternal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Horn.  vi.  23.  For 
out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders,  adulteries,  fornica- 
tions, thefts,  f  iLse  \vitnoss,  blaKphcmies.  TJiese  are  the  things  which 
defile  a  man.    I\latt.  xv.  18—20. 

qLso  Gen.  vi.  5,  and  viii.  21  Fs.  xiv.  1— 3.  Pvom.  xi.  82.  Gal. 
iii.  22.   James  i.  15,    Kcv.  xxi.  8. 

3.  That  tlic  only  way  of  salvation  from  this  state  of 
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giiilt  and  condemnation  is  throngli  tlic  righteousness  and 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ;  -who,  as  the  good  Shepherd, 
hiid  down  his  life  for  his  slieep ;  and  tluit  tliose  only,  wlio 
receive  the  gift  of  repentance  and  faitli  in  him,  will  be 
finally  saved  by  his  atonement. 

Surely  he  Lath  borne  our  griefrf,  and  carried  our  sorrows,  lie  was 
wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was  "bruised  lor  our  inic^uities  ; 
the  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  hhn  ;  and  with  his  stripes 
we  are  healed.  All  we,  like  sheep,  have  gone  astray  ;  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  way  ;  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  liim  the  ini- 
quity of  us  all.  For  the  transj^ression  of  my  people  Mas  lu;  strickon. 
By  his  knowledge  shall  my  righteous  servant  justify  many  ;  for  hu 
shall  bear  tlieir  ini(iuities  He  hath  poured  out  his  soul  unto  death  ; 
ftiid  he  was  numbered  with  the  transgressors  ;  and  he  btire  the  sin  of 
many,  and  made  intercession  for  the  transgressors.  Isa.  liii.  4—12. 
Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  people,  and  upon  tliy  lu»ly 
city,  to  thiish  the  transgression,  and  to  make  an  end  of  sins,  and  to 
make  recojiciliation  for  iniquity,  and  to  bring  in  everlasting  right- 
eousness, and  to  seal  up  the  vision  and  propliecy,  and  to  anoint  tho 
Most  Holy.  And  after  threescore  and  tvv^o  weeks  shall  Messiali  be 
cut  oflf,  but  not  for  himself.  Dan,  ix.  24,  2G.  I  am  the  door  :  by  me 
if  any  man  enter  in,  he  sliall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and 
find  pasture.  Tlie  thief  cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and 
to  destroy  ;  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they 
might  have  it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good  Shepherd  ;  the  good 
Siiei)herd  giveth  his  life  for  tlie  sbeep.  As  the  Fatlier  knoweth  me, 
even  so  know  I  tlie  Father  ;  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  slicep. 
John  X.  9, 10,  11,  15,  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other  ;  for 
there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  wlu.u-eby 
we  must  be  saved.  Acts  iv.  11,  12.  For  wlien  we  were  yet  without 
strength,  in  due  time  Christ  died  for  tlie  ungodly,  liut  God  com- 
mendeth  his  love  towards  us,  in  that,  while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ 
died  for  us.  l\lu(;h  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his  blood,  we 
ehall  be  saved  from  wrath  througli  him.  For  if,  when  we  were  (^le- 
mies,  we  were  reconciled  to  (iotl  by  the  deiith  of  bis  Sun,  much  mon;, 
being  reconciled,  we  ^ball  be  saved  by  his  life.  And  not  only  so, 
but  we  also  joy  in  Co  i.  tln'i'Uj;h  our  Loril  .)e^us  (vlirLst,  by  whom  we 
liave  now  recei^ed  the  atonenu.nt.  'J'hat  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto 
death,  even  so  might  grace  reign,  through  righteousness,  unto  eternal 
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life,  by  Jesu3  Christ  our  Lord.  liom.  v.  6— 21.  For  tlie  wages  of 
sin  is  death  ;  hut  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord,  Kom.  vi.  23.  But  now  the  righteousness  of  God  without 
the  law  is  manifested,  being  witnessed  by  tlie  law  and  tlie  prophets. 
Even  the  righteousness  of  God,  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ, 
unto  all  and  upon  all  them  that  believe.  Being  justified  freely  by 
his  grace,  through  the  redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus;  whom 
God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a  propitiation  through  faith  in  his  blood,  to 
declare  his  righteousness  for  the  remission  of  sins  ;  —  that  he  might 
be  just,  and  the  justifler  of  him  which  believeth  in  Jesus,  llom.  iii. 
21 — 26.  He  that  believeth  on  him  is  not  condemned  ;  but  he  that 
believeth  not,  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath  not  believed  in 
the  name  of  the  only -begotten  Son  of  God.  He  that  believeth  on 
the  Son  hath  everlasting  life  ;  and  he  that  believeth  not  the  Son 
shall  not  sec  life  ;  but  the  wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him.  John  iii. 
18,  3').    Except  ye  n-pcnt,  ye  bhall  all  likewise  perish.    Luke  xiii.  3.

4.  That  all  who  ever  have  been,  or  will  be  brought  to 
repentance  and  faith  in  the  gospel,  were  chosen  in  Christ 
to  salvation  before  the  foundation  of  the  world;  and  that, 
in  consequence  of  the  eternal  love  of  God  to  them,  through 
the  atonement,  tlie  Holy  Ghost  is  sent  to  eifect  the  work 
of  regeneration  in  their  hearts,  Avithout  Avliich  regenerating 
influence,  none  would  ever  repent  or  believe. 

The  Lord  hatli  appeared  of  old  unto  me,  saying.  Yea,  T  have  loved 
thee  with  an  everlasting  love  ;  therefore  with  loving-kindness  have 
I  drawn  thee.  Jer.  xxxi.  3.  Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have 
chosen  3'Ou,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth 
fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain.  John  xv.  IG.  I  have 
manifested  thy  name  unto  the  men  which  thou  gavcst  me  out  of  the 
world  ;  tliino  they  were,  and  thou  gavest  them  me  ;  and  they  have 
kept  thy  word.  Jolm  xvii.  G.  According  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in 
liim  before  the  foundation  of  the  world  that  Ave  should  be  holy,  and 
without  blann;  bi-t'oi  e  hiui  in  love  ;  having  predestinated  us  unto  tho 
adoption  of  chlMi  en  l»y  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to  tho 
g06d  pleasure  at  his  will.  In  Mhom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inher- 
itance, being  luvib  ..tiiialed  according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who 
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worketli  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  \n\\.  Eph.  i.  4,  5,  11. 
Klect  accordin.!^  to  the  forekn(>wlcLlgo  of  Gotl  the  Father,  through 
sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obedience.  1  Pet.  i.  .2.  For  the 
cliildren  being  not  yet  born,  ueitlier  having  done  any  good  or  evil, 
that  the  purj)OKe  of  God,  according  to  election,  might  stand,  nob  of 
works,  but  of  him  that  calletli;  it  was  said  unto  lier,  The  elder  sliall 
eerve  the  younger.  Jiom.  ix.  11, 12,  23.  For  whom  he  diil  fore- 
know, he  also  did  predestinate  to  be  conformed  to  the  image  of  liis 
Son.  Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also  called  ;  and 
whom  ho  called,  he  also  justified  ;  arid  whom  he  justified,  them  ho 
also  glorified.  Kom.  viii.  29,  30.  And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and 
he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  ho  may  abide  with  you 
for  ever  ;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth  ;  whom  the  world  cannot  receive, 
because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither  knowetli  him ;  but  ye  know  him  ; 
for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and  .shall  be  in  you.  I  will  not  le.ive  you 
coiufurthv^.s.  I  will  t.uiue  iw  Vuu.  15ut  the  romlorter,  v. hieh  is  the 
Holy  (ihost,  whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  sliall  teaoli 
you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  remembrance,  w  hatsoever 
I  have  said  unto  you.  John  xiv.  IG,  17,  18,  20.  liut  when  the  (_'om- 
forter  is  come,  whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the  leather,  he  shall  testify 
of  me.  John  xv.  2G.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Yerily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  tliee,  Exeept  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see 
the  kingdom  of  God.  John  iii.  3.  For  God,  who  commanded  the 
light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  h;ith  shined  in  our  liearts.  to  uive  the 
light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  tlie  face  of  Jlsur 
Christ.  2  Cor.  iv.  G.  And  you  luith  he  (iuiekencd,  who  were  dead  in 
trespasses  and  sins  ;  wherein  in  time  past  ye  walked  aecording  to 
the  course  of  this  world,  accordirig  to  the  prince  of  the  l  owc  v  of  the 
air,  the  spirit  that  now  worketli  in  the  children  of  di^obedionre  ; 
among  whom  also  we  all  had  our  conversation  in  times  i>a.st  in  tho 
lusis  of  our  flesh,  fulfilling  the  desires  of  the  llesh  and  of  the  mind-, 
and  were  by  nature  the  children  of  wrath,  even  as  others,  Bv.t  God, 
who  is  rich  iu  mercy,  for  his  great  love  wheiewith  he  loved  us,  even 
when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  together  with  Clnist 
(by  grace  ye  are  saved);  and  h.ith  raised  us  uj*  togi  ther,  and  ninde 
us  Fit  together  in  heavenly  jilaces  in  Ghrij^t  Jesus.  l.;ph.  ii.  1 — (). 
Who  hath  saved  us,  and  c ■  tiled  u.s  \vi!h  an  holy  calling,  not  accord- 
ing to  our  works,  but  aecn:  liui^  \o  his  own  purjwse  and  grace,  whicli 
was  given  us  in  Christ  ,lv-\\:<^  hi  fore  tlu^  world  bc.'.'an.  2  'J'im.  i.  'J. 
Not  by  works  of  righteon- ue.ss  v.hicli  we  have  done,  bu^,  accc>rdiiig  to 
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his  mercy  he  saved  u>!,  by  the  washing  of  regeDcration,  and  renewing 
of  the  Holy  Gli'>st.    Titus  iii.  6.

Yea,  ho  loved  tlie  peoi)le  ;  all  his  saints  are  in  thy  hand ;  and  they 
sat  dowa  at  thy  fcot  ;  every  one  shall  receive  of  thy  words.  Pent, 
xxxiii.  3.  Set  me  as  a  seal  upon  thine  heart,  as  a  seal  u])on  thine  arm  ; 
for  love  is  strong- as  death.  Many  waters  cannot  quench  love,  neither 
can  the  floods  drown  it.  Cant.  viii.  G,  7.  All  that  the  Father  giveth 
1110  sliall  conic  to  nic.  John  vi.  37.  J  give  unto  ihcni  ct<u"nal  life  ; 
and  they  shall  never  iierish,  nt'iHa  r  sliall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of 
my  hand.  My  Tatliev,  which  gave  them  me,  is  greater  than  all ;  and 
none  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father's  hand.  John  x.  28,  29, 
SO.  -Ueing  confident  of  this  very  thing,  that  ho  which  hath  begun  a 
good  work  in  you  will  perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ, 
rhil.  i.

1  indc<;d  bai)tize  you  Avith  water  unto  repent- 
anc(;  ;  but  he  Lliat  oniu  th  after  me  is  mightier  tliau  T,  whoso  shoes  I 
am  not  worthy  to  hear  ;  be  shall  l);ii>tizc  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  with  Ure.    Miitt.  iii.  5  -12.    Co  ye,  therefore,  aud  teiich  all  na- 
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tions,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Fatlicr,  and  of  the  Sou, 
and  of  the  iluly  GliOftt.  IMatt.  xxviii.  J9.  Then  I'etL-r  said  unto 
them,  Kcpent,  and  be  bapiizod,  every  one  of  you,  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  for  the  remission  of  bins  ;  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word  v.ere 
baptized ;  and  the  same  day  there  ■were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls.  Acts  ii.  38,  41.  But  -when  they  believed 
Philip,  preaching  the  things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ,  they  Avere  baptized,  both  men  and  "svomen. 
Acts  viii.  12.  And  as  they  Avent  on  their  way,  they  came  unto  a  cer- 
tain water;  and  the  eunuch  said,  See,  here  is  water;  what  doth 
hinder  me  to  be  baptized?  And  TiiiUp  said,  If  thou  believcst  witli 
all  thine  heart,  thou  may  est.  And  he  answered  and  said,  1  believe 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  commanded  tlie  chariot 
to  titimd  still ;  and  they  went  down  both  into  the  water,  both  Philip 
and  the  eunuch  ;  and  he  baptized  him.  And,  when  they  were  come 
up  out  of  the  water,  the  S[)irit  of  the  Lord  caught  away  Philip,  that 
tlie  eunuch  saw  him  no  n)ore  ;  and  he  went  on  his  way  rejoicing. 
Acts  viii.  30—39.  And  Jesus,  when  he  was  baptized,  went  up  straight- 
way out  of  the  water.  Matt.  iii.  16.  And  John  also  was  baptizing  in 
Enon,  near  to  Salim,  because  there  was  much  water  there  ;  and  they 
came  and  were  T)aptized.  John  iii.  23.  Puricd  with  him  in  baptism, 
wherein  also  ye  are  risen  with  him  through  the  faith  of  tlie  operation 
of  God,  who  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead.  Col.  ii.  12.  The  like 
figure  whereunto,  even  baptism,  doth  also  now  save  us,  not  the  put- 
ting away  of  the  filth  of  the  llesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  con- 
science toward  God.    1  Pet.  iii.  21.

7.  That  the  first  day  of  tlie  week,  called  tlic  LonPs  Dcti/, 
ought  to  be  kept  lioly  as  tlie  Christian  Sabbath;  and  that 
it  is  our  indis})ensable  duty  to  assemble  ourselves  together 
on  that  day,  aiul  to  ^vorship  God  in  a  pul)lie  manner,  by 
offering  up  our  ])i-.iycrs  and  thanksgivings,  by  attending  to 
the  preached  Nsord  and  urdinances,  and  by  singiiig  })salins 
and  hymns,  and  sjiii  iiual  songs. 

And  God  blessed  the  St  venth  day,  and  sanctified.it;  because  that 
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in  it  lie  had  rested  from  all  his  work.  Gen.  ii.  0.  IlenieiiiLer  the 
Sabbath  da}',  to  keep  it  holy.  Ex.  xx.  8.  And  upon  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  when  the  disciples  came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul 
pl  eached  unto  them.  Acts  xx.  7.  I  was  in  the  Spirit  on  the  Lord's 
day.  Kev,  i.  I'J.  Let  us  con>ider  one  another,  to  provoke  unto  lovo 
and  to  good  works  ;  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  oui-selves  to- 
gether, as  the  manner  of  some  is.  lleb.  x.  24,  25.  These  all  con- 
tinued with  one  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication,  with  the  women, 
and  Mary  the  n)otlu;r  of  Jesus,  and  Avith  his  brethren.  Acts  i.  1-4. 
Speaking  to  yourselves  in  psalms  and  hymns,  and  spiritual  songs, 
singing  and  making  melody  in  your  heart  to  the  Lord.  Eph.  v.  19. 
Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom;  teaclung 
and  admonishing  one  another  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual 
Bongs,  singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord.    Col.  iii.  10.

8.  That  there  will  he  a  rcsiiiTCCtion,  both  of  the  just  and 
unjust,  and  that  Christ  will  come  a  second  time  to  judge 
Loth  the  quick  and  the  dead,  when  those  wlio  die  impeni- 
tent and  unreconciled  to  God,  will  be  sentenced  to  endless 
misery,  as  the  just  desert  of  their  sins ;  and  those  wlio 
have  been  renewed  by  grace,  and  waslicd  their  robes  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb,  will  be  completely  delivered  from  tlie 
dominion  of  sin,  and  admitted  into  the  lioly  and  licavcnly 
Jerusalem,  with  songs  and  everlasting  joy.  So  shall  they 
be  ever  witli  the  Lord.

dead.  Lsa.  xxvi.  ]0.  And  many  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of 
the  earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting  life,  and  some  to  shamo 
and  cverlu.stiug  contempt.   l)au.  xii.  2.    I  will  ransom  them  from 
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the  power  of  the  grave  ;  I  uill  redeem  tliem  from  death  ;  0  death,  I 
will  be  thy  plagues  ;  0  grave,  I  "will  be  tiiy  destruction  ;<  repentanco 
shall  be  hid  from  mine  eyes.  Ilosea  xiii.  14.  When  they  shall  rise 
from  the  dead,  they  neitlier  marry  nor  are  given  in  marriage  ;  but  are 
as  the  angels  which  are  in  lu-aven,  Mark  xii.  25.  Marvel  not  at 
this ;  for  the  hour  is  cominir,  in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the  graves 
shall  hear  his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth  ;  they  that  have  done  good, 
unto  the  resurrection  of  life  ;  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  untotho 
resurrection  of  damnation.  John  v.  28,  29.  And  these  shall  go  away 
into  everlasting  punishment;  but  the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 
Matt.  XXV.  4G.  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery  ;  ^S'(i  shall  not  all 
sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of 
an  eye,  at  the  last  trump  :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead 
shall  be  raii-ed  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  ■  1  Cor.  xv. 
51,  52.  AVho  shall  be  punished  with  everlasting  destruction  from 
the  presence  of  tho  Lord,  and  from  the  g'lory  of  his  power.  2  Thcss. 
i.  0.  And  from  tKv<\is  Christ,  who  is  the  f:dthful  witness,  and  the 
iirst-beguttcn  of  the  dead,  and  the  prince  of  the  kings  of  the  earth. 
Unto  him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  his  own 
blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  Ciod  and  his  Father  ;

Jicsolred^  Tliat  it  sbidl  be  the  duty  of  every  juember 
who  iu;iy  rcmovt:  from  (ho  city,  to  any  jilace  Avliere  there 
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is  a  regular  Baptist  church,  expecting  to  return  witlnn  a 
year,  to  take  and  present  to  tlmt  eliurcli  a  letter  of  recom- 
mendation for  occasional  communion.  It  shall,  moreover, 
be  the  duty  of  such  member  to  give  information  of  liis  or 
her  residence  and  s])iritual  condition  to  this  church  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  August,  in  every  year.

city  to  be  absent  for  several  years,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  member  to  ask  a  letter  of  dismission  to  some  regular 
Baptist  church  in  the  neighborhood;  and  if  there  be  none 
within  a  convenient  distance,  he  or  she  shall  give  yearly 
notice  to  this  church  as  is  required  in  the  preceding  reso- 
lution.

STATED  IMELTJNGS  AND  ORDINANCES. 

LonVs  Supper.  The  ordinance  of  llic  Lord's  Supper  to 
be  administered  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  every  month 
(Au-  15,  1827). 

Monthlfj  Church  Mtttuiij,  on  tlio  Tuesday  preoedini^  the 
first  Sabbatli  of  each  moiitli  (Aug.  15,  1827). 

WctUij  Praijcr  and  Conference  Mcdin'j^  on  the  Friday 
evening  of  each  Aveck  (Aug.  15,  1827). 

STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

A  Standing  Committee  of  thirteen  persons,  of  which 
the  Pastor  and  Deacons  are  mem])ers,  ox  ofllcio,  to  be 
elected  at  the  meeting  in  December;  Vliose  duty  it  sliull 
be  to  examine  all  candidates  for  membcrshij),  to  make 
preliminary  inquiries  in  cases  of  disciphnc,  and,  generally, 
to  attend  .to  such  other  business  as  rehites  to  tlic  welfare 
of  the  Church,  especially  such'  as  may  be  introduced  by 
the  Tastor  (Dec.  27,  1812). 

ADMISSION   TO  ME!\ir5ERSIIIP. 

The  Church  adopt,  as  n  practice,  that  all  candidates  for 
ba[)tism,  ath'r  they  have  Incn  aj)j)i-()vcd  by  the  Stamh'ng 
Committee,  shall  lit'  pi ojMr-i'd  at  a  munlhly  meeting,  and 
stand  propouiuk'd  unc  momli. 
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Letters  to  be  presented  to  tlic  Pastor,  wlio,  witli  tlic 
Ofticers  of  the  Churcli,  sliall  inquire,  in  each  case,  into  tlie 
religious  liistory,  occupation,  residence,  habits,  &c.  of  the 
applicant;  and,  if  found  to  be  satisfiictory,  tlie  Letter  to 
be  presented  to  tlie  Church  with  a  Keport ;  and  wlien 
practicable,  the  individual  shall  be  requested  then,  or  at 
the  first  convenient  opportunity,  to  relate  to  the  Church 
their  religious  experience  (Oct.  31,  1837).
